Numerous Heroic Rescues. 


The police and soldiers of Kagoshi 
m a made many heroic rescues. 
The 
men and women, accustom ed to par

o rate the eruption of 1779, did not 
realize the extent of the disaster and 
it is feared many of them were killed 
before reaching the seashore. 
Thousands, pursued by a rain of 
Aery stones, knelt on the beach half 
sui mt .-ged in w ater and gesticulated 
wildly to the steam ers and fishing 
boats. 
The heat is described as infernal. 
Junks report th a t stones fell hissing 
into the bay. 
The refugees from Kagoshim a fled 
across land heaving with a rapid suc­ 
cession of quakes. 
The whole south­ 
ern half of K iushiu is enveloped in 
ashes and smoke. 
Sakura Jim a, how­ 
ever, appears to be the only volcano 
dangerously active at present. 
The em peror is profoundly distress­ 
ed over the disaster and has ordered 
additional w arships to proceed imm e­ 
diately to the affected district. 


Report Great Eruptions. 


Advices from Nagano, capital of Na­ 
gano prefecture, and Asama-Yama, in 
the island of Hondo, report great erup­ 
tions. 
Asama-Yama is a lofty volcano about 
ninety 
m iles 
northw est 
of 
Tokio, 
w ith a cra ter about 1,000 feet in di­ 
am eter. 
The scene is described as 
sublime, sm oke and flames soaring 
thousands of feet Into the sky. 
In the 
U tsunsm iya district the sky is over­ 
cast and every roof is covered with 
w hite ashes. 
Many crevasses formed at Kago­ 
shim a, and owing to the snakelike 
m ovem ent of the surface of the earth 
the fugitives w ere forced to advance 
on all fours. 
Thousands took refuge 
on top of the famous M ount Shiroy- 
ama, fearing a tidal wave. 
Many of 
the houses at K agoshim a collapsed 
and there are three feet of ashes in 
the street. 
They are said to contain 
poisonous gases. 


BITTER COLD IN NEW YORK 


Three 
Deaths 
From 
Exposure

New York, Jan. 14.—W ith the m er­ 
cury standing at 3 degrees below zero 
this city lay in the grip of a cold 
snap of such severity as rarely is ex­ 
perienced here. 
Hess than a dozen 
tim es in the forty-three years of the 
local w eather bureau’s history has 
the therm om eter registered a tem ­ 
perature so low. 
N otw ithstanding 
this 
downward 
plunge of the m ercury, which caused 
three deaths from exposure, this was 
the w arm est region of the state, re­ 
ports from the country in N orthern 
New York showing a drop of nearly 
7 degrees below. 
A wind th a t at tim es blew seventy- 
five m iles an hour added to the suf­ 
fering.

MANY POTATOES IMPORTED 


Interesting Facts Concerning the Po­ 
tato Crop in This and Other 
Countries Discussed 
Recent discussions with reference 
to importations of potatoes into the 
United States lend interest to a state­ 
ment compiled by the bureau of for­ 
eign and domestic commerce show- 
ing the imports and exports of this 
class of merchandise during a long 
term of years. 
It shows that the 
largest importation of potatoes in 
any single year occurred in the fiscal 
year 1912, when the total quantity 
imported was 13,150,000 bushels, th© 
next largest being in 1909, 8,333,333 
bushels, and in 1902, 7.666,666 bush­ 
els. 
The total 
quantity 
imported 
since 1900 is practically 37,000,000 
bushels and the quantity exhorted in 
the same period 16,000,000 bushels, 
the total production in th© United 
States during t h a t ,period having been 
over 4,000,000,000 bushels, or an av­ 
erage of approximately 300,000,000 


importations, being 52 cents a bushel, 
and in 1913 93 cents a bushel. 
The 
average export price has ranged from 
64 cents a bushel to $1.14, the aver­ 
age farm price having ranged from 
43 cents in 1900 to 80 cents in 1911 
and 69 cents in 1913. 
England, Scotland and Ireland are 
the chief sources of supply of the po­ 
tatoes imported. 
Potatoes exported go chiefly to 
Cubp, Canada, Panama, Mexico, Co­ 
lombia and Venezuela. 
Potato production in the United 
States is small, compared with cer­ 
tain other countries having a much 
smaller area and much less popula­ 
tion. 
The farm value of the potato crop 
of the United States in 1913 is stated 
by the department of agriculture at 
$228,000,000, a larger total than for 
any earlier year except 1911, which 
was $234,000,000.
